To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ays garth  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  i960. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  do  not  differ  greatly  from 
those  for  England  and  Wales  and  do  not  call  for  any  special  comment. 

Infectious  diseases  once  again  showed  a decline;  one  new  case 
of  tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  year. 

Problems  connected  with  environmental  hygiene  remain  the 
Council’s  major  concern.  Once  again  it  is  not  possible  to  report 
much  progress  in  this  work.  The  proposed  water  supply  scheme  to 
serve  the  upper  dale  is  still  held  up  for  various  reasons  and  it 
is  now  certain  that  the  Dales  Water  Board  will  have  been  formed 
before  the  Scheme  can  be  started.  Six  years  have  now  passed  since 
it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  this  vital  scheme. 

The  position  regarding  sewage  disposal  remains  virtually 
unaltered  although  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  Council's  Consultant 
Engineer  has  prepared  a scheme  for  Askrigg.  The  other  villages 
should  then  be  provided  with  schemes  in  turn  until  all  have  been 
dealt  with. 

Finally  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  cooperation 
during  the  year.

Although  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  a considerable  number  of 
children  have  received  a booster  dose  against  diphtheria  before 
starting  school,  it  is  distressing  to  find  that  a number  of  parents 
will  not  allow  their  children  to  be  immunised  at  this  age*  Most  of 
these  children  were  never  protected  against  diphtheria  in  infancy. 
Several  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  have  recently  been  reported  from 
different  parts  of  the  country.  Parents  should  remember  that 
although  poliomyelitis  has  stolen  the  limelight  in  recent  years, 
diphtheria  can  recur  at  any  time  with  all  the  dangers  and 
complications  that  were  commonplace  twenty  years  ago. 

Small -pox  Vaccination 

byfo  of  the  children  born  during  the  year  were  notified  as 
having  been  vaccinated  against  small-pox  (20 % in  1959) • 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

A large  proportion  of  your  Medical  Officer1 s time  during  the 
year  was  spent  on  poliomyelitis  vaccination.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  7330  children  aged  under  15  years  in  the  Wensleydale  Local 
Health  Area  (of  which  the  Ays garth  Rural  District  is  part)  had 
been  vaccinated  with  two  injections.  This  figure  represents  some 
92$  Of  all  the  children  under  15  years  of  age  compared  with  76% 
in  1959. 

In  addition  some  2807  older  persons  had  also  received  two 
injections  and  9044  children  and  adults  had  received  a third

The  year  was  less  sunny  than  the  previous  year  by  262  hours 
and  wetter  by  5i  inches  of  rain  as  the  above  table  shows. . There  was 
no  general  shortage  of  water  during  the  year  but  in  the  first  week 
of  June  the  Woodhall  supply  - which  is  always  the  first  to  fail  - 
began  to  show  the  effect  of  the  dry  month  of  May  in  which  there  was 
less  than  an  inch  of  rain.  In  the  second  week  of  June  the  Simonstone 
supply  began  to  fail  but  both  springs  recovered  early  in  July  and 
there  was  no  further  trouble.

Most  of  the  samples  of  water  submitted  for  examination  were 
classified  as  unsatisfactory  by  reason  of  the  presence  of  faecal 
organisms. 


The  Fossdale  Scheme 

After  a further  meeting  with  Mr.  Fothergill,  the  owner  of  one 
of  the  springs  on  Fossdale  Moss,  the  Council  were  still  unable  to 
reach  agreement  with  him.  At  this  meeting,  which  had  been 
arranged  in  order  to  explain  the  Councils’  intention  to  make 
provision  at  the  intake  for  a supply  sufficient  to  meet  all 
Mr.  Fothergill’ s requirements,  he  said  he  wanted  a free  supply  of 
treated  water  - for  all  purposes  and  for  all  time,  to  his  farm. 
This  the  Council  felt  they  could  not  provide. 

As  the  Ministry  had  not  replied  to  the  Councils’  request 
for  advice  on  the  use  of  compulsory  power  in  the  aacquisition 
of  the  site  of  this  spring,  a further  letter  was  sent  to  the 
Ministry  asking  if  it  was  their  intention  to  delay  the  issue 
pending  the  formation  of  a Water  Board.  The  reply  was,  in  effect, 
yes. 

More  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  in  an  effort  to 
form  a Water  Board,  the  Council  offering  their  support  to  a 
board  of  either  4,  7 or  9 authorities.  The  meetings  were  all 
to  no  avail  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  an  inquiry 
had  been  held  and  the  Ministers  decision  was  awaited  on  a board 
to  be  formed  compulsorily  in  accordance  with  powers  held  by  him 
by  virtue  of  the  Water  Acts  19*+5  and  19^8*

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


Meat  Inspection 

Four  of  the  seven  Butchers  in  the  Rural  District  buy  most 
of  their  meat  Toff  the  hook1  from  outside  the  district,  two  of 
these  four  kill  only  sheep  and  an  occasional  pig  whilst  the 
remaining  three  kill  almost  all  that  they  sell  in  their  own 
slaughterhouses.  Notification  of  slaughter  has  been  observed 
as  before  and  100$  inspection  achieved. 

The  total  number  of  animals  inspected  was  392  and  it  was 
necessary  to  make  159  visits  for  this  purpose. 

Unfit  meat  is  still  disposed  of  by  burial  on  the  Councils 
Refuse  Tips,  as  collection  can  only  be  arranged  for  whole  carcases. 
Whilst  this  method  of  disposal  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  at  the 
moment  no  alternative  can  be  offered.

With  a total  population  of  approximately  3320  the 
Percentage  for  which  sewerage  is  provided  is  6l$. 


No  new  schemes  of  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal  were  started 
during  the  year  although  a scheme  for  Askrigg  was  prepared  by  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineer. 

The  Council  purchased  a sludge  emptying  tank  and  Land  Rover 
during  the  year,  and  are  now  able  to  offer  a much  needed  service 
to  the  39$  of  the  population  of  the  Rural  District  who  live  in 
premises  not  served  by  a sewer. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  in  the  greater  part 
of  the  area,  whilst  most  of  the  remainder  is  visited  monthly,  A 
few  remote  dwellings  have  no  collection  at  all . 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping  and  the  absence  of  adequate 
covering  material  - together  with  unauthorised  use  of  the  tips 
makes  them  most  unsightly, 

A new  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  purchased  during  the 
year,  the  larger  capacity  body  together  with  a Diesel  engine  seems  - 
so  far  at  least  - more  satisfactory  than  the  previous  vehicle. 
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HOUSING 

The  nni1g1'np  R^t  & Repairs  Act  1954,  Sectjj3rL^ 

The  Council  undertook  to  deal  with  48  unfit  houses  in  the 
five  years  following  the  submission  of  ohe  report  called  for  in 
the  above  Act.  31  of  this  number  were  in  groups  of  two  or  more, 
and  were  like!  y to  be  dealt  with  as  clearance  areas  0 The  Council 
have  dealt  with  l4  of  these  houses  only,  those  which  remain  are 
8 in  the  Beckstones,  Gayle;  3 in  The  Holme,  Hawes;  5 in  The 
Newkin,  Bainbridge  and  3 in  The  Dyers  Garth,  Hawes. 

The  remaining  15  to  be  dealt  with  were  individual  unfit  houses 
and  altogether  24  houses  in  this  category  were  made  fit  in  the 
first  five  years. 

The  Ays garth  Clearance  Area  was  cleared  of  buildings  early 
in  the  year  and  the  County  Council  promised  to  carry  out  a road 
improvement  scheme  which  will  deal  with  the  untidy  area . left  on 
the  Green  by  the  demolition  of  the  buildings.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  the  work  was  well  advanced.

The  Council  offered  4 Discretionary  Grants  amounting  to  £ 95° 
during  the  year  and  9 Standard  Grants  to  a total  maximum  of  £ 950  — 
by  coincidence  the  same  sum  as  that  offered  for  discretionary 
grants.

Two  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair. 
One  certificate  was  issued  and  one  undertaking  to  carry  out 
repairs  accepted  from  the  Landlord.
